A. An application for Corporate Manager for Connie Lou Hynek and a Class F (Beer
On Sale Only) liquor license for Gas ‘N Shop Inc. d/b/a Gas ‘N Shop #41
located at 4003 West Highway 34 in Lancaster County, Nebraska.  

  7) NEW BUSINESS:

A. An interlocal agreement with Nemaha County for the safekeeping, care and
sustenance of juveniles while at the Lancaster County Juvenile Detention
Center.  Lancaster County will be reimbursed $213 per youth, per day from
Nemaha County.  The agreement is effective upon execution and has a 30 day
termination provision.  (C-04-0024)

B. A grant contract with the Nebraska Urban Indian Health Coalition (NUIHC) for
funding for the NUIHC’s Domestic Violence Project Coordinator who ensures
implementation of the court-referred batterers programs, support groups and
services for victims of domestic violence.  The amount of the grant is $15,620. 
The County will contribute $19,816 in matching funds.  Term of the grant
contract is June 1, 2003 through May 31, 2004.  (C-04-0025)

C. A conservation easement agreement between the City of Lincoln, Lancaster
County and Fred L. and Connie Barry for property generally located along Salt
Creek from Wilderness Park to one-half mile south of Martell Road in Lancaster
County, Nebraska, consisting of 39.7 acres.  The property is located within the
100-year floodplain as designated by the Federal Emergency Management
Agency (FEMA).  The City and County will jointly contribute $71,000 for the
easement conveyance.  (C-04-0027)

D. A conservation easement agreement between the City of Lincoln, Lancaster
County and Bruce D. and Karen Tiedeman for property generally located along
Salt Creek from Wilderness Park to one-half mile south of Martell Road in
Lancaster County, Nebraska, consisting of 127.8 acres.  The property is located
within the 100-year floodplain as designated by the Federal Emergency
Management Agency (FEMA).  The City and County will jointly contribute
$215,000 for the easement conveyance.  (C-04-0032).  

E. A conservation easement agreement between the City of Lincoln, Lancaster
County and Beverly A. Tiedeman and Bruce D. and Karen Tiedeman for
property generally located along Salt Creek from Wilderness Park to one-half
mile south of Martell Road in Lancaster County, Nebraska, consisting of 26.9
acres.  The property is located within the 100-year floodplain as designated by
the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA).  The City and County will
jointly contribute $45,000 for the easement conveyance.  (C-04-0033).

H. An agreement with ServiceLinc for employment services for persons with
serious mental disorders referred to them by the Lancaster County Community
Mental Health Center, in an effort to impact symptoms and functioning of those
individuals.  Term of the agreement is July 1, 2003 through June 30, 2004. 
The County will pay up to $10,000 for the services.  (C-04-0030)

I. A lease agreement between Lancaster County, on behalf of Families First and
Foremost, and Cedars Youth Services for the lease of approximately 1,090
square feet in the Northbridge Building located at 1533 North 27th Street,
Lincoln, Nebraska.  Term of the lease is February 1, 2004 through June 30,
2004.  The County will pay $730 per month for lease of the premises.  This
lease agreement rescinds the previous agreement under County Contract      
C-03-0647.  (C-04-0031)

J. An agreement with Cindy Wohlers-Green for the “Thinking for a Change”
Program to participants in the Lancaster County Adult Drug Court (LCADC). 
The County will pay $2,160 for the services.  Term of the agreement is
February 1, 2004 through August 31, 2004, and includes a 30-day termination
provision.  (C-04-0040)

K. A contract with Active Community Treatments, Inc. for developmental disability
services to residents of Lancaster County for a one year period from July 1,
2003 through June 30, 2004.  (C-04-0041)

L. An amendment to an agreement with St. Monica’s Substance Abuse Treatment
for Women, under County Contract C-01-0394, for intensive outpatient/day
substance abuse services to adult females.  The amendment clarifies the
payment procedure to be utilized by the County and also places a cap on the
County’s payment for treatment services at $25,000.
